Friday, April 11, 1856. 

The Speaker took tber chair at 3 o'clock. 

After lbs presentation of a number of pe- 
titions. 

Mr. Cayley moved the Hodteinto Com- 
mittee of Supply, He gave a suufmary of the 
trade of the pasf year, showing a enrplus te- 
veoue of £22,000. He contended for the 
principle of specific in preference to ad val>- 
rem duties. He also gave a brief outline of 
the policy proposed to be adopted with refer- 
ence to the Grand Trunk Railway Company. 
Th: Government could not consent to the 
proposition contained in the letters addresied 
to the President of ibe Company, as that 
would involve a guarantee of, in round num- 
bers, £900,000 per annum. The Govern, 
ment bad, under the instructions of th* House , 
ascertained the araouot now required to com- 
plete the undertaking, aod tbey had now in 
hand a larger amount than was required to 
cempletu the work, line Province, however, 
had certain engagements to fulfil wilh ibe 
Coropanj, and these must be rnet promptly.-* 

Jt would be necessary io order to do so, to 
iocrea>e the tariff, aod be would be. prepared 
in a few days to come down with resolutions 
on the subject. 

Mr. Young was in fafor of ad valorem du- 
ties, and thought the Inspector General had 
failed to prove the correctness of .the doctrine 
of specific duties. He agreed wilh the hon- 
orable gentleman that the credit of the Pro- 
vince must be.taaintained at however great a 
sacrifice* He entered into an argument to 
prove Ibe oeeessits* for an alteration in the 
tariff. In reference to the railways of the 
country he thought they would nerer pay more 
than the running espenses, until a complete 
revolution in the water communication of the 
country was effected. 

The Speaker informed the House that the 
newly elected member for Renfrew had placed 
bis indentures in bis, ibe Speaker's hands, and 
wished to take his seat. 

After a short discussion, in which the fact 
ibat the County ol Renfrew had been dis- 
franchised during the whole of thi» session was 
prominently urged, it was resolved that Mr. 
Supple should be permitted lo take' his seat, 
but that the case should cot be drawn into a 
precedent. 

Mr. Supple was introduced by Messrs Egan 
and Sbaw and took Ch seat. J '.''■• •* 

Mr. Drown expressed his surprise that the 
£1000,000 debentures should have been ly. 
i i< under protest in ihe London market, and 
Ihe Inspector General be ignorant of the fact 
until yesterday. He thought it would be better 
that ihe subject should be discussed after the 
propositions of the Government were distinct- 
ly before the House. 

Mr. Mcrriu advocated the erection of a 
constitutions as a check upon the Legislature, 
as a remedy for the difficulties in nb.ch the 
Province found JUelf. lie would bring the 
matter before the House during tha present 
Session, and would su/gest a means of reliev- 
ing Ihe conotry of ils present einbarassmenl, 
and preventing similar embarrassments hereaf- 
ter. 

Mr. Ferret said if the finance* of the coun- 
try were nol io so favorable a position as could 
be wished, the present Inspector General was 
not to blame for it. 

Mr. Holloa denied certain imputations made 
against him by Mr. Ferres, to tho effect that 
he and Mr. Gait bad received a large bonus 
for abandoning contracts, fro,ra the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company. 

Mr. Cay ley replied to the arguments of 
gentlemen who .(tad spoken, lie said of any 
mistake had been committed, it was committed 
when ihe work was entered upon. 

S\r, Turcolle dissented from the commer- 
cial policy of the administiatton. The tariff 
of the Govt, destroyed the energies of our 
mercantile men, and was very detrimental to 
the commercial interests of the country. 

Mr. McDonald (of Glengarry) hoped the 
members from Lower Canada would join the 
gentlemen who had just sat down in calling 
upon the Government for an allenttion jo tt>e 
tariff. The Inspector General could oot re- 
*i*t such appeals, if generally made. 

The House went iuto commit** pro forma, 
and the, committee rose and obtained leave to 
sit again. 

The House then went into committee upon 
the resolutions introduced by Mr. Cartier up- 
on the subject of Superior Education in Low. 
tr Canada. 

Mr. Mackenzie opposed ihe resolutions. 

The Resolutions passed through committee, 
and were reported to the House.

The Resolutions were reported to the 
Hou>e with oue amendment.

The House then adjourned.
